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REMARKS 

Claims 38, 40-58 and 61-66 remain in this 
application. Claims 1-37, 39, 59, 60, 67 and 68 have been 
cancelled. Claims 38, 40, 41, and 57 have been amended. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the detailed study 
of the application. Applicants have studied the prior art and 
amended the claims to place this case in condition for 
allowance. 

The subject matter of claim 39 has been incorporated 
into independent claim 38 and the dependency of claims 40 and 
41 amended to depend upon independent claim 38. 

As to claim 57, the status error indicator is now 
indicated as comprising a status error bit and a flip flop is 
set to indicate the status error bit. Claims 59 and 60 have 
been cancelled. 

Claims 67 and 68 are cancelled.
